That condition compares 
with 75.3 per cent on July 25 this 
year, 78 per cern on August 25 la-t 
year, 68.2 per cent in 1913, and 72.8 
per cent, the average condition on 
August 25 during the past ten years 
A crop slightly under 
12,000.000 
bales was forecasted by the crop re­ 
porting board from the July 25 condi­ 
tion. 
The Bureau of Crop Estimates 
announces that a condition of IOO on 
August 25 would be equivalent to a 
yield of 258.9 pounds to the acre. The 
area planted this year has ben offl 
dally reported as 31,535,000 acres. 
Weather conditions for the crop had 
not been very favorable during the 
month.

In the current issue of Farm and 
Fireside, Frank G. Odell tells how he 
handles bees with safety. 
He can put 
a hatful of bees cm his unprotected 
head. scoot) up a quart and tuck them 
inhide his shirt, next the skin—all this 
without being stung, except ra^Hy as 
a result of carelessness. 
The uTllow- 
ing% extract taken from the article 
gives Mr. Odell’s explanation of why 
he can handle bees with safety: 
“That 
much 
abused

dence,* which is overworked by poli­ 
ticians, is the biggest asset in hand­ 
ling bees or men. 
Among humans all degrees of in­ 
telligence, education or physical fit­ 
ness

payi h o lily of a ‘panic-stricken crowd. 
Hero ail physical or mental fitness 
yields to the Impulse of the moment 
It Is much the same with the l*ees. 
“A hiveful of bees dumped in a 
mass with a sudden Jerk which dis­ 
lodges them from the combs must be 
imbued with a sense of panic. 
Bees, 
being creatures of intelligence, are 
like humans in that they can think of 
but one thing at a given tinw 
success. 
Under 
the 
condKUwT 
forth, 
panic 
usurps 
the 
individual 
sense of self-defense which leads the 
abused bee to sting. 
If that is not 
the answer I have none, and thou­ 
sands of demonstrations under every' 
sort of condition appear to demon­ 
strate the theory. 
“Do not gather from this that there 
is no danger involved In the gentle 
art o^ doing stunts with bees. 
The 
operator must be ‘on edge’ every sec­ 
ond to avoid Mnnecessary movements 
which will anger his pets."
